BELFAST, Friday. 

When the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland resumed 
this morning, the” Rev. BR. K. Hanna, 
M.A., in the chair, the first business 
dealt with was education. 

The, Rev. John Eag oí Tullamore, 
Convener for Intermediate Education, stated 
in his report that in the Free State salaries 
in secondary schools had been considerably 
increased, but, unfortunately, no pension 
scheme was yet forthcoming. In Northern 
Ireland the report was that secondary educa- 
tion may now be said to stand on a satis- 
factory basis as to salaries and pensions for 
teachers. The report on primary education 
was presented by the Rev. William Corkey. 
It indicated that all the difficulties and mis- 
understandings that had arisen between the 
Ministry of Education in Northern Ireland 
and the Protestant Churches with regard to 
religious instruction in day schools have now 
been happily removed. 

The report embodied the terms of the 
memorandum issued by the Northern Ministry 
of Education, which makes it clear that 
Regional and Borough Education Committees 
are empowered to adopt a programme of 
Bible instruction. 

TEACHING OF IRISH. 

The Rev. Dr. Osborne, speaking on primary 
education in the Free State, said that some 
of the enthusiasts were adopting measures 
which rather retarded instruction in Irish. 
There seemed to be a desire to learn Irish, 
but he thought that a more reasonable way 
might be found by the Government to teach 
it, and not make it an impediment to pro- 
gress. With reference to ‘‘readers’’ contain- 
ing expressions which were not suitable to 
Protestant children, Dr. Osborne said that 
the Free State Government had agreed to an 
issue of “treaders’’ which would be without 
anything objectionable in them. A great debt 
of gratitude was owing to their clerk of the 
Presbytery for what he had done in the in- 
terests of secondary education. 

The brief report on University education 
stated that the number of students lookin 
forwagd to the ministry, who were in ress AT u 
ance at the Queen’s University, Belfast, dur- 
ing 1985-1926 was sixteen, and that Professor 
Haire was discharging the duties of Dean of 
Residence for the Presbyterian students. 

BUDGET COMMITTEE. 

A new Committee of the Assembly, of con- 
siderable importance, is known as the Budget 
Committee. It reviews the income and ex- 
penditure of the missionary and benevolent 
agcncies of the General Assembly, and gives 
guidance to congregations as to the alloca- 
tion of their givings. Such guidance is of 
real service to congregational committees, now 
that the weekly offering system is established 
in so large a number of congregations. 

The report was presented by Mr. John 
Williamson and Mr. John McCaughey, who. 
have given no little time and attention to the 
financial business of the Church. 

THE FORMULA. 

At 12.15, by the order of the day, the de- 
bate on the Formula of Subscription was re- 
sumed in a crowded house; but there was an 
unexpected development. Overnight negotia- 
tors of peace had brought parties together, 
and by common agreement the whole ques- 
tion of the Formula was remitted back to the 
Committee in charge of it—now enlarged—for 
further consideration. This proposal was 
made by the Rev. Dr. Bingham, who 
described himself as too liberal for the 
Conservatives and too conservative for 
the Liberals, in the course of a pacific speech, 
in which he urged that all parties should 
agree to the cessation of controversy for a 
year. He was followed by Rev. A. F. 
Moody, whose similar appeal made a deep 
impression. 

Thereupon the House unanimously agreed 
to suspend the discussion, leaving it to the 
Committee to come to a finding that might 
be acceptable to the Revisionists and the 
opponents of change. In a few well-chosen 
words the Moderator concluded this ag ty 
episode, and asked for a year of peace an 
good-will in all sections of the Church. Some- 
body in the galleries then raised the Doxo- 
logy, which was sung with great heartiness 
by the entire audience. 

; SOCIAL SERVICE. 

Subsequently the Report on Social Service 
was submitted by the Rev. Dr. Taylor, It 
stated that the Presbyterian Orphan Society 
during the year had spent £16, in helping 
orphans, that 390 had been added to the roll, 
and that the total number now being helped 
was 2,706. 

The report also mentioned the Presbyterian 
Health Insurance Society, which, during the 
year, had paid out in benefits £29,880, and 
has Bia Fs almost 4,000 new members. 

An interesting part of the report referred 
to the recent efforts by “members 
of the Church to meet the hous- 
ing shortage, especially in Carrick- 
fergus and Derry. In Carrickfergus a 
housing scheme has been devised by an elder 
of the Church, by which workingmen can 
become irr a few years the owners of the new 
houses which have been built for them. 

The report was seconded by the Rev. 
Phineas McKee; and an interesting account of 
her work was given by Miss Stevenson, a 
deaconess in Ballymena. 

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

A series of overtures relating to the ordina- 
tion of licentiates was passed into law, on 
the motion of the Rev. John Waddel].. By 
this new law young men who have been 
assistants to a minister for a year may be 
ordained to the ministry and have the right 
to administer the Sacraments. This is a ais. 
tinctly new departure in Presbyterianism, and 
it is surprising that it went through with so 
little criticism. 

THE LATE DR. PARK. 

At the rising of the Assembly at half-past 
three o'clock, a meeting was held in the 
Assembly Hall in memory of the Rev. Dr. 
Park, who died so suddenly during the 
Assembly's meeting last year. After a touch- 
ing tribute to Dr. Park, given by the Rev. 
Dr. Irwin, a memorial tablet in the vestibu!: 
was unveiled by Miss Park.

Fresh charges have been preferred in the 
case of the Dublin County and Sports Club, 
Ltd., the hearing of which was resumed 
yesterday and again adjourned. 

In addition to the charges of conspiracy to 
defraud, opening an office for the unlawful 
purpose of receiving money for a horse race, 
and promoting a lottery known as ‘‘ Derby 
Competitions,” the defendants are now 
accused of obtaining money by false pretences 
and falsely pretending that certain people 
were directors of the company, and of issuing 
a document which was a prospectus within 
the meaning of the Companies Consolidated 
Act, and which could further form the sub- 
ject of a prosecution under Section 81 of the

The accused are:—Ernest W. Tester, Old 
Colony Club, Aldwich House, London, com: 
“á director; Perey Cory, Brook street, 

anovér square, London, described as an 
actor; Harold M. Dawson, Temple Gardens, 
Middle Temple road, London, company 
director, and Jerome Goodbody, Dublin. 
GOLD FIELD SHARES. 

The first witness yesterday was Richard H. 
Walsh, who said that he had known Mr. C. S. 
Watson for some time, and had accepted a 
position as chief clerk in Irish Attractions, 
Limited. He started work on the 21st May in 
Chatham street. and was employed there for a 
day. He afterwards worked in Howard place, 

All the moneys received, he said, were lodged 
in the bank by Mr, Comyn. He saw the coupons 
being placed in the sealed box (produced) and 
identified books giving a list of cash received 
and a register of applications for shares. 
The total number of applications received 
was 217. Some of the applications were for 
shares in the Sports Club. He was respon- 
sib'e for the documents and Comyn for the 
cash. 

The witness remembered attending with 
Watson at the National Bank He carried 
a box containing securities which, he under- 
stood, would be lodged as security for the 
prize money. Amongst the securities were 
1.997 cumulative preference £10 shares in the 
Equitable Trust of London, Ltd. At that 
time they were worth from £5 5s. to £5 10s. 
on the market. 

Mr. Burne—In addition were there 999 
shares ordinary in that company. £1 each? 

The witness—I cannot recollect. There 
were certain ordinary shares. 

Were there also 500 Tanganyika Goldfield 
shaves? I do not know 

OFFICE IN ENGLAND. 

Re-examined hy Mr. Bewley—No shares 
were allotted; there were no forms of allot- 
ment. The only printed forms sent out were 
acknowledgments of cash received. He had 
received no instructions with regard to allot- 
ment 

To Mr. Collins—There were between 20,000 
and 25,000 circulars sent out in Ireland. 
They did not send any to England. 

Mr. Collins—Look at your register. How 
did they get to England? Who sent these 
circulars? 

The witness—!t seems there was another 
office in England. 

Mr. Collins—They were sent ont al! over 
England. Where was this office in England? 

The witness—I believe in London. Replies 
to the circulars sent out in England came to 
LD biin. 

Re-examined by Mr. Lynn, the witness 
stated thar the fast moneys lodged in the 
National Rank amounted to £5. The 
counterfoils and lodgment book produced 
showed how the moneys were lodged. It was 
on Mr. Watson’s instructions that he went to 
the National Bank. The moneys were lodged 
to the credit of Irish Attractions, Ltd., but 
he could not say in what name the £5 was 
lodged. n 

BANK MANAGER EXAMINED. 

Mr. D. W. Jackson, manager, National 
Bank, College Green, stated that early in 
May Mr. Watson called om him and said that 
there was a company being formed named 
the Dublin County and Sports Club. He 
named Mr. J. M. Goodbody, Major Tynan 
and Mr. D. Cory as directors. He stated 
that the company were purchasing the Royal 
Marine Hotel, Kingstown, a deposit of £5, 
having been paid by the syndicate, and that 
ihe company was not yet registered. He 
mentioned Messrs. Sainsbury and Company 
as the company’s solicitors. A larger sum 
was going to be subscribed by English 
capitalists. He mentioned £50,000. : 

‘he witness asked Watson was he going to 
apply to the public for share capital, as, in 
that case, the bank would require draft of 
prospectus for approval. Mr. Watson said 
that they were not going to issue a 
prospectus to the public, and stated that h 
wanted to open an account for a substantial 
sum. He said that the hotel would be asso- 
ciated with and run with the club, and it 
vas expected that they would get a large 
influx of visitors from England. 

The witness told Mr. Watson that after 
the registration of the company and certifi- 
cate of incorporation, an account would be 
opened on lodgments being made. 

On 18th May the witness was shown the 
certificate, and an account was actually 
opened. This showed that the company was 
incorporated on the 6th May. On May 15th 
there was a lodgment of £6 7s., and on May 
2/th, by Kingstown, a further lodgment of 
£5. 

Mr. Collins—The account was still 
open. 

There were, the witness added, no docu- 
ments lodged when the account was opened. 
On the 35th May some documents were 
brought to him. Mr. Watson was then 
accompanied by another gentleman. 

Prior to this, Mr. Watson referred to 
securities, and asked the witness whether the 
bank would accept them for safe keeping. 
it was also said that there would be or 
9) documents connected with the Royal 
Marine Hotel. The witness told Mr. Watson 
that the course would be to get a box. He 
would take a locked box for safe keeping. 

On a subseguent, occasion (the 
25th May) Mr. Watson brought in 
a letter specifying the contents of the 
box. The witness checked the securities men- 
tioned in the letter, amounting to £37,000. 
They were only for safe keeping. The wit- 
ness did not, on that or any other date, re- 
ceive any security to be held for £20,000 prize 
money. This was not suggested. He did not 
make any inquiries as to the ownership or 
value of these certificates. 

ASKED TO CLOSE ACCOUNT. 

There was no mention of a skill competition 
in connection wjth the Derby. Later on the 
Ron” of the company came to his notice. 

e told Mr. Watson that he was astounded 
on seeing it, and that his Board had asked 
why the name of the bank was used in it. 
He pointed out that the bank had not 
authorised the use of its name on such a pros- 
pectus, and added that, although the company 


| might have £50,000 to credit, the bank would 


not authorise the use of its name in this con- 
néction. 

Mr. Watson was then told that his com- 
pany would be asked to close the account. He 
said that he would communicate with his prin- 
cipals in England, and that he would call 
next daw He did so, and a discussion took 
place regardiug the prospectus. 

Thereupon the witness handed Mr. Watson 
a letter calling on the company to close the 
account with as short a delay as possible. Mr. 
Watson said that the closing of the account 
would inconvenience the company with regard 
to cheques coming in. He also stated that 
the company had issued 300,000 prospectuses 
in England and 25,000 in Ireland. 

To Mr. Collins—I do net know if he used 
the word prospectus. 

PURCHASE OF HOTEL, 

Continuing his evidence, the witness said 
that later on he received a letter from Mr. 
Cory, stating that, as the secvrity for prize 
money was said to be not in order, steps were 
being taken to have it transferred to the name 
of the company. The witness replied by 
again demanding the closing of the 
account and the return of the cheque 
book, stating that the documents were 
really there for safe keeping. They 
did not close the account, nor did they 
return the cheque book. 

Mr. Bewley put in an agreement to pur- 
chase the Royal Marine Hotel, in which it 
was stated that the place was to be sold 
to the company for £60,000, £5,000 to be 
lodged as a deposit, and the balance to be 
paid on the Ist July, 1926. The £5,000 was 
to have been paid on the signing of the 
document. 

The further hearing was adjourned till

THE VICEREGAL LODGE TO LET? 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMBS. 

Sin,—I agree with Major Bryan Cooper, 
whose $ oh in the Dail this afternoon, 1 
have had ihe pleasure of reading. that owing 
to the expense of its upkeep it would 
difficult, if not impossible, to let the Vice- 
regal Lodge to a tenant now with success. 
support this view by an incident which Major 
Cooper’s speech brought to my recollection. 
After the establishment of the system popu- 
larly known as Grattan’s Constitution the 
Duke of Portland, who was the Lord Lieutenant 
of the day, offered to confor on Mr. Gratten 
“the new Viceregal Lodge in Phenix Park,’ 
but he soon found that the offer was wholly 
unacceptable. Mr. Lecky writes thus of the 
incident :—‘‘ The merits of this offer are some- 
what diminished by the following paragraph 
relating to it in Portland’s confidential cor- 
respondence with Shelburne:—‘ For this I 
was the more anxious, as, in addition to the 
very extravagant price the public has agreed 
to pay for it, I am persuaded that it will 
require at least £10,000 (a sum equivalent fo 
at least £30,000) to make it fit for the recep- 
tion of any chief governor.’—(Portland to 
Shelburne, November 5, 1782.) ”’ 

The Duke of Portland had the fatal defect 
of “instability,” which his candid friends 
attribute to Mr. Lloyd George. He did his 
best to defeat Mr. Grattan’s policy, which he 
was compelled reluctantly to accept. He was 
plotting, at the time he was publicly lauding 
Mr. Grattan, to upset the settlement effected 
by Mr. Grattan. Eighteen years later he 
was, with the exception of Pitt and Dundas, 
the principal machinator in the British 
Cabinet of the Union.—Yours, etc.,

THE FREE STATE POST OFFICE, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I am directed by the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs to refer to a letter from 
Mr. J. Lyons Jones, 9 Castlewood Park, 
Rathmines, which appeared in your issue of 
the 10th instant. Mr. Jones in the com- 
munication in question mentioned three cases 
of delay to letters addressed to him, and, 
on the Minister’s attention being drawn to 
the matter, an officer of this Department was 
instructed to call ipon Mr. Jones to obtain 
definite particulars of posting, etc. of the 
letters which he stated had been delayed, in 
order that full inquiry might be made in the 
matter. With this object, Mr. Jones was 
asked by telephone to-day to suggest a con- 
venient time at which he could * seen re- 
garding his complaint. He replied that he 
would not in any circumstances give an 
interview to an officer of this Department, 
nor would he furnish any particulars for the 
peepee of an inquiry. 

If this were an isolated instance, the 
Minister would be inclined to regard Mr. 
Jones’s refusal as the outcome of his annoy- 
ance at the alleged delays to his correspon- 
dence; but the Minister recollects that, in 
May, 1924, Mr. Jones rushed into print to 
make a similar complaint, and that on that 
occasion alse he ns SO when approached, 
to give any particulars in substantiation of 
his complaint. The Minister, therefore, can 
only conclude that the allegations of Mr. 
Jones are groundless, and that he has no

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,— While sympathising with Mr. O'Hara's 
desire for cheaper postage and increased 
facilities, I cannot but feel that his attack on 
the Minister for Posts and Telegraphs is un- 
warranted. I can endorse what Mr. O'Hara 
has said in respect to the postal officials, 
from the able Secretary down to the humblest 
postman, but when he alleges that the semi- 
avowed policy of the Post Office is to charge 
the highest price for as poor a service as the 
public will endure without a revolution he is 
talking loosely, if not wildly. 

Mr. O’Hara complains that English letters 
are delivered in Dublin from one to one and a 
half hours later than forty years ago. Is 
Mr. O’Hara not aware of the fact that, when 
Mr. Walsh appeared before the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce about a year ago, he 
was complimented on the manner in which 
the wishes of the commercial community were 
being met by the posta! authorities, and that 
the arrangements had the approval of the 
Chamber, of which, I think, Mr. O’Hara is a 
member? I believe the annual loss on the 
Post Office at the time of its transfer to the 
prone Government amounted to something 
ike £1,200,000, and, according to recent esti- 
mates submitted to An Dail, it has been re- 
duced to about £500,000. So far as my ex- 
erience goes, this has been achieved without 
inflicting mjury on the trading community. 
We are all very anxious to secure a reduction 
in the existing postal rates, which at present 
are a handicap on business; but Mr. Walsh. 
like the British Postmaster-General, cannot 
attain the impossible, and no useful purpose 
can be served by overstating or exaggerating 
our grievances.—Yours, etc.,

BANKRUPTCY IN THE FREE 
STATE. 
TO THE FDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirk,—I was much interested in the report 
of the meeting of the Associated Chambers 


of Commerce which appeared in your paper 


a few days ago. My particular interest was 
in the portion of the report dealing with 
amendments to the existing Bankruptcy Acts. 
It appears that a resolution was proposed 
(and passed) which, if acted on, will, as far 
as I can judge, take away from the whole- 
sale merchants the rights they possess at 
present under the bankruptcy code. When a 
trader takes protection of the Court and 
calls his creditors together, he submits a 
statement of affairs and makes an offer of 
compromise. The Bankruptcy Statutes say 
that unless the debtor has a majority <f 
three-fifths in number and walue of his credi- 
tors supporting his offer, he cannot carry it, 
and bankruptcy follows—whether the offer is 
Is. 6d. or 19s. 6d. in the £ This statutory 
right creditors have, and I would have 
thought they were aware of their power. 
They are the only persons who have a voice 
in the acceptance or refusal of a debtor’s 
offer. A debtor cannot carry his compost- 
tion against the wishes of the majority. ~The 
Judge of the Court is bound by their deci- 
sion, and the wiles of the most astute and 
plausible solicitor are unavailing against 
these rights vested in the creditors. 

_ The suggestion made at the recent meet- 
ing was that the creditors should barter this 
right for an Act of Parliament vesting in 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce the 
right to say how much the debtor must pay— 
in other words, to standardise the debtor's 
offer like a Ford car. Mr. McGilligan, I un- 
derstand is a very busy man, who is havr- 
nessing the Shannon and working overtime 
on many other matters of vita] Importance 
to the State, and I suggest that it is hardly 
fair to ask him to cast aside all these great 
undertakings and devote himself for the next 
stx months to attending meetings of creditors 
and debtors to find out what is the happy 
mean in & s. d. that a debtor must offer to 
entitle him to continue to trade. [ have 
not the honour of a personal acquaintance 
with Mr. McGilligan, but it occurs to me 
that he would hardly welcome this burden 
no matter how broad his shoulders may br. 
H would put him in the invidious position 
of having to meet a number of merchants and 
say :—' Gentlemen, under. no circumstances 
are you to accept less than 12s. 6d, in the £ 


from your debtors, and I will standardise 


that amount and pass an Act of Parliament 
for your protection.”’ 

T e wholesale merchants have the power 
in their own hands, and can accept or re- 
fuse any offer of a debtor by exercising their 
votes. Why should they transfer this power 
to the Government? We all know what is 
the value of nationalisation, and creditors 
themselves know only too well the impossibi- 
lity of standardisation.—Yours, etc.,

Sir,—The attention of my executive has 
been drawn to a newspaper réport of a meet- 
ing of an association which style itself “The 
Property Owners’ Protection and Advisory 
Association of Ireland (1926),’" which, it ap- 
pears, has just been started. As there is a 
likelihood that a great number of people, in- 
cluding members of our Association, may, by 
the similarity of title, think that the meeting 
referred to, and the views expressed thereat, 
are those of “ The Irish House-Owners’ Pro- 
tection Association,” my executive deem it 
aecessary to indicate to the public that there 
is no identification whatever between our or- 
ganisation and the new body. | 

The Rent Restrictions Bill—the most vital 
of all legislation affecting house-owners—is in 
its last process of becoming an Act of Parlia- 
ment. For the interest of the house-owning 
community {it is only right to state that dur- 
ing the progress of the bill through its variotis 
stages in the Dail no fewer than 18 amend- 
ments were put forward by our Association ; 
and of these some of the most important were 
accepted by the Government, and subse- 
uently incorporated in the bill as amended in 
Fasiuliten Ayain, in the Senate, we - for- 
ward 15 amendments, some of which were 
entirely new and designed to dispose of vos- 
sible crievances to house-owners arisig from 
the amended bill; and we are doing ovr ut- 
most to impress upon the Government the 
importance of the suggestions gontained in 
these amendments. 

In these circumstances, and in view of the 
work which has been done and the vigilance 
that has been exercised in the pursuit and 
protection of the interests of property-owners 
in Ireland, we consider it the barest justice 
to ourselves to make known our acti 
to prevent any confusion arising as a result of 
the afore-mentioned report of the meeting re-

UNIVERSITY COLLEGE, GALWAY. 
A REPLY TO CRITICISM. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TUE IRIS TIMES. 

Srr,-—The debate in the Dail on the Univer- 
sities and Colleges Vote on Wednesday, the 
Mh instant, was the occasion of an attack by 
the Minister of Finance on Galway College. 
It is hard to use measured language in re- 
ferring to this attack, As will be gathered 
from he remarks of the Minister, a Conference 
was instituled by the Ministry of Education 
to consider what special work of national 
importance Galway College was prepared to 
do, and it was stggested by the Ministry that 
the work which seemed best suited to it was 
to conduct University teaching through the 
medium of Irish. Seven members of the Con- 
ference were appointed by the Ministry of 
Education and four by the Governing Body 
of the College, though it was at first intended 
that the numbers should be equal. No objec- 
tion was, however, made by the College to 
the increase in the number appointed by 
the Ministry of Education, and, if some of 
these representatives did not attend the 
meetings of the Conference, the fault does 
not lie at the doer of Galwav College. <Ae- 
cording to the Minister for Finance, ‘* there 
had been a sort of commission, compesed 
mainly of representatives of Galway College.” 

The report of the Conference is charac- 
terised by the Minister for Finance as a 
‘‘ disappointing document.” Certainly, no 
such s\ ing changes ave rece cme as 
the abolition of faculties and the immediate 
conversion of the College into an Irish-speak- 
ing centre of university education. If anyone 
thinks that a sudden and radical change of 
this kind is practicabls at present he must ba 
the victim of educational hallucinations. The 
changes proposed are gradual, but would, in 
the opinion of the signatories of the report, 
lead eventually, under favourable circum- 
stances, to the Gaelicisation of the College. 

The report was very carefully considered, 
and among the signatures affixed to 
it are those of Mr. George MacNicholls, 

General Inspector of Educa. 

Mr. Richard Foley, Vice-President 

the Gaelic League, and Mr, E. E. 
McLysaght, all of whom are well known fot 
their zeal in the cause of the Irish language. 

There are two minority reports from 
members of the conference, hoth representa- 
tives of the Ministry of Educat‘on, They are 
just as “‘disappointing’’ as the report itself. 
In one of them, indeed, the opinion is ex- 
pressed that there cannot be within any 
reasonable limit of time which it is possible 
to consider any reality or efficiency in the 
teaching of subjects of a scientific, medical 
or technical character through the medium of 
Irish. 

The Minister for Finance is reported to 
have said that the document drawn up by 
the conference did not indicate that the 
authorities of the College were really in 
earnest. Who, then, is in earnest in this 
matter’? Could not the Ministry of Education 
have appointed representatives in possession 
of their own views and policy concerning the 
future of Galway College? Apparently the 
only help that can be got from the Govern: 
ment is contained in the statement: ‘ The 
College authorities ought to think out pro- 
posa's and put them up. ' 

The Minister for Finance indulged in two 
gibes at the College, which, it is to be hoped, 
will have the effect they deserve to produce. 
One was that the College is a ‘‘ toy ' College, 
and the other that the only thing the authort- 
ties of the College were in earnest about was 
getting money. As to the first, when one 
looks back at the past history of the College, 
remembering the prominent part it has taket 
in higher education in this country, and the 
long list of distinguished men who owe their 
success in life to the instruction received in it, 
the nonsense of the description becomes mani- 
fest. As to the second, no student who ever 
attended Galway College can deny that its 
professors are pre-eminently earnest in their 
werk, Thev have always been so; and if now, 
when, as everybody knows, they are under: 
paid, a request comes from them for higher 
s¢laries, no honest man who believes that the 
labourer is worthy of his hire can blame them, 
or accuse them of being unduly earnest in 
getting money.—Yours, etc., |

The reader 
absorbed in the principles of psychology, 
the history of Babylon, or the science of 
the rocks is tempted from his books less 
easily than the reader of modern fiction 
by “news bulletins,’’ the “radio quartet,”’ 
or comic songs relaid from London. It 
was not always thus. Tales there were 
in former times that held “children from 
play and old men from the chimney 
corner.” Has not every family memories 
of how, two, three and four generations 
back, the reading aloud of Scott’s romances 
held an assembled household enthralled 
during the long, lamp-lit winter nights? 
Belfast has the name of possessing fewer 
book-shops than any other city of its size, 
but it is a reading city. “The library habit 
flourishes where folk pride themselves on 
economical habits. If we allow a fortnight 
as the average time for. the reading of 
every book lent, the Belfast Library alone 
must have 12,000 Lorrowers. It would be 
interesting to know whether the free 
libraries of Dublin between them have 
as Many patrons. We hope that Belfast 
will not eschew fiction hereafter with too 
grave a concentration on more serious 
matters. If all work and no play makes 
Jack a dull boy, philosophy and science 
as a relaxation after days of hammering 
in the gantries and serving at the looms 
will deprive an arduous life of imaginative 
leaven.

FIXING THE PRICE. 

I) the Dail yesterday, Mr. Blythe, Minister 
fo» Finance, moved the following resolution :— 
i “That there shall be charged, levied, and 
paid for and upon every licence to act and 
carry on business as a bookmaker issued 
under any Act passed or to be passed during 
the financial year, beginning on the first day 
of April, 1926, an excise duty at the following 
rates, that is to say:—(a) on a licence ex- 
nressed to be in force for one year, £10; (b) 
on a licence expressed to be in force for any 
period less than one year, £2 for every day 
of such period.” . 

The second portion of the resolution, the 
Minister explained, was to meet the case of 
bookmakers from outside the Saorstat who 
occasionally came to race meetings for a day, 
and it was not considered desirable to put a 
stop to that entirely.

The immediate relevance of the foregoing 
guotations to the forthcoming report of the 
Free State Banking Commission requires Httie 
argument to establish, . Walter Bagehot— 
banker and constitutional philosopher—penned 
his historic indictment just over fifty years 
ago. Tested in the crucible of Bagehot’s 
powerful and penetrating mind, the financial 
fabric which had previously united Lombard 
street and Whitehall utterly collapsed; and 
Lombard street, which has hitherto regarded 
itself as an independent organism, was forced 
to accept clearly-defined joint responsibility 
with Whitehall for national finance. British 
banking consequently entered upon a new 
and ever-widening sphere of opportunity and 
responsibility. 

Mr. Keynes’s indictment, penned fifty years 
later (in 1923), is not so much directed against 
Lombard street as against Whitehall. *The 
gravamen of his criticism is that Lombard 
street has been permitted to acquire too much 
responsibility—too much authority—in the 
control of national finance. He pleads—as 
Bagehot pleaded from the opposite angle—for 
a real balance of financial responsibility 
between Whitehall and Lombard street. 
‘“Nowhere,” he says, “do conservative 
notions consider themselves more in place 
than in currency; yet nowhere is the need_of 
innovation more urgent. One’is often warned 
that a scientific treatment of currency ques- 
tions is impossible because the banking world 
is intellectually incapable of understanding its 
own problems. If this is true the order of 
society which they. stand for will decay.’’ A 
warning so strong and clear from the pen of 
an economist who had the foresight and 
courage to relinquish a great position in order 
to warn Europe of the dangers of the absurd 
“ Versailles ” indemnities may not lightly, be 
set aside. 


INDIFFERENCE TO BANKING 
COMMISSION. 

Behind closed doors, and surrounded by a 
strange public indifference, the members of 
the Free State Banking Commission are now 
grappling with just such issues as those raised 
by Bagehot and Keynes. They are issues 

. « => . Py . 7 
which involve inevitable decisions of. the 
deepest and most pervasive kind in the 
economic and social life of the Free State: 
and they are practical issues as compared 
with which tariff-mongering, betting . taxes. 
and even adverse trade balances, are of but 
passing importance. To the farmer and to 
the commercial! ‘‘ man-in-the-street’. banking 
and currency problems are admittedly tech- 
nical, academic and somewhat mysterious 
affairs; but what can be said about the silence 
and apparent indifference of our banking 
directors and of the leaders of our Chambers 
of Commerce?’ Is it that, in Bagehot’s words. 
“they are little inclined to think on points of 
theory even when such thinking most nearly

concerns their own transactions ” ” 


THE COINAGE BILL. 


Are the same methods to be employed in 
our banking and currency problems as were 
so successfully used a few months ago to 
introduce a new system of coinage? Did 
our deputies and senators realise that, in 
adopting the Coinage Bill, they were taking 
the first definite step to break the financial 
system which has united London and Dublin 
for more than a century?” Did they realise 
that the appointment of the Banking Com- 
mission implied a further and much longer 
stride in the same direction? If they knew 
these things, why did they so completely 
conceal their knowledge from their con- 
stituents? 

Not only are our bankers, our senators, 
our deputies and our commercial leaders in- 
articulate—even our professors of economics 
remain dumb. Why is there such a con- 
spiracy of silence? Is there some tacit 
general understanding in “ high places ” that 
secret decisions are necessary? Is there 
some agreement that a dose is to be privately 
compounded by experts, mysteriously labelled, 
and then administered in suitable quantities 
and at appropriate moments to the electorate? 
Is it merely that-nobody knows and nobody 
cares? Yet the silence must soon be broken 
and public opinion will express itself either 
in a whirlwind of ill-informed criticism or 
in the form of reasonably intelligent discus- 
sion. If ignorant declamation is to prevail, 
public confidence and nationa) credit must 
suffer. If, on the other hand, we show 
ourselves capable of reasonably informed and 
calm criticism, the report of the Banking 
Commission may serve to open up a new and 
fruitful field of national confidence and 
endeavour. These, at all events, are the 
reasons which have moved the present 
writer—who makes no claim to special tech- 
nical knowledge or experience—to essay the 
task of preparing the public mind in some 
small degree for the consideration of issues 
at once complex, urgent and of vital and 
abiding importance. Our inquiry will be 
addressed to two clear and entirely practical 
questions: What methods of banking and 
currency should be adopted in order that the 
economic stability and social progress of the 
Irish Free State may be most fully achieved? 
How can such methods be adapted to promote 
the utimate political unity of the Irish Free 
State and Northern Ireland? 


BANKING AND “NATURAL LAW.” 


It is necessary in the first place to clear 
our minds of two popular fallacies. The 
first is that banking and currency institutions 
may be regarded as merely mechapical con- 
trivances which, like a huge and elaboratg 
piece of machinery, can be produced in a 
factory and applied at will to certain pro- 
cesses. Systems of sound finance must depend 
for their safe development upon organic 
adaptation much more than upon mechanical 
ingenuity. If they fail to reflect the 
psychology, the social organisation and the 
political experience of the community which 
they serve, they are foredoomed to ultimate 
failure. A mechanically defective system 
conducted by specially competent and ex- 
perienced people is infinitely to be preferred 
to the most perfect mechanism in the hands 
of inexperienced operators. Applying this 
principle to banking, it is only necessary to 
imagine Lombard street under the control 
of a German Governmentor the Federal 
Reserve system of America operated by 
Moscow. 

The second, and even ‘more dangerous 
fallacy, of which we must divest our minds 


is that any conceivable financial system can4 


have the sanction of “ natural law,” or even 
of considerable antiquity. Let us remember 


that even the British system in its funda- 
mentals is, hardly a century old, that it has; 


undergone many violent changes during that 
time, and that the merits of the “ gold 
standard” after just a hundred years of 
experience are yet the gubject of expert 
specuiation and acute controversy. 

ere, then, shall we look for guidance? 
How shall we discover principles, however 
few and simple, upon which ve can with 
reasonable safety proceed to build ‘the struc- 
ture of Free State Finance? The auswer is 
reasonably clear—to the experience of other 
States who have had to face and endeavour 
to solve similar problems; by recognising, 
above all, that such experience can only. 
safely applied with great caution. with 
intimate reference to the peculiar charac- 
teristics and political experience of our peaple, 
and not without amid consideration of the 


experience and skill of the leaders of Free

A third boy, James 
Golding (9), a cousin of McDonnell, was 
saved by a matt who heard his cries. 


FALL FROM A RAFT. 
WOULD-BE RESCUER LOST. 


Between seven and eight o'clock: the three 

boys went. for a walk towards the dock. 
When they reached Ringsend Basin Duggan 
got, on a raft composed of four planks Jashed 
together, which is used in the painting of 
ships in the harbour. ' 
.A few yards out from the quayside. he fell 
into the water. M‘Donnell, the older boy of 
the other two, immediately entered the water 
in the hope of saving him. He succeeded *n 
reaching him and grasping him by the hand, 
but they both sank. 

The nine-year-old boy, Golding, then 
jumped into the water in an attempt to 
rescue his two schoolmates. He was soon in 
difficulties, and his cries attracted the atten- 
tion of a man named Edward Bolger, of 35 
St. James's avenue, Clonliffe road. Bolger 
went to his assistance, and brought him 
ashore in an exhausted condition. He re- 
covered soon afterwards, and was able to 
walk home. 

ONE BODY RECOVERED. 

Sergeant Fagan, Guards Brennan (92 E) 
and Corcoran (146 E) and a number of civi- 
lians carried out dragging operations subse- 
quently, and at 9 o’clock recovered the body 
of Joseph M‘Donnell. Duggan’s body had 
not been recovered up to midnight. 

Much “sympathy is felt with the parents of 
the two victims of the accident. Denis Dug- 
gan is the son of Station Sergeant Duggan, 
Lad Lane Police Station. 

M‘Donnell’s father is a sailor, and is at sea. 
His mother is dead. 


IRISH PIG-OWNERS 
AND PRICES. 


ANIMALS WITHHELD 
FROM MARKET. 
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From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


LIMERICK, Friday. 

Inquiries at the Limerick bacon factories 
to-day elicited the information that, as a 
result of the embargo on foreign pork, 
farmers in Ireland are now withholding their 
hogs in the expectation of higher prices. 
Irish ‘bacon, however, hags.not been advanced 
in price, and the ice of the Limerick 
curers is that it will not stand any advance. 
Higher prices for pigs, therefore, are not 
likely to prevail in the near future. 

Bacon from Denmark is arriving on the 
English markets in undiminished supply. As 
the demand is slow, it has been found im- 
possible to clear stocks, and the Danish 
agents were obliged to reduce prices by 8s. 
per cwt. in Manchester to-day, and 6s. to 7s. 
per cwt. in London. 

The killings of hogs in Denmark this week 
for conversion into bacon, principally for the 
English markets, exceeded 60,000, which is 
more than three times the number killed in 
Ireland.

COMMITTEE UNABLE TO 
PRESENT SCHEME, 


A report was issued last night by the 
Committee set up to make definite pro- 
posals for amalgamating, as far as 
practicable, the common Services of the 
British Navy, Army and Air Force. 

The Committee consider that such an 
amalgamation would only be practicable 
if it formed part of a comprehensive 
scheme of reorganisation, which provided 
for the establishment of a Ministry to 
control a defence force, in which the 
identity of the Navy, Army and Air Force 
had been merged. 

So far as they are aware, such a revolu- 
tionary idea as the merging of the identity 
of the three Services in one force has never 
been contemplated; but unless such a 
Ministry was created they cannot devise 
means by which responsibility can be 
allecated as between the authority charged 
with administration of an amalgamated 
common Service and the Ministers re- 
sponsible to Parliament for the ad- 
ministration of the Navy, Army and Air 
Force. 

At the same time, they urge closer rela- 
tions between the three Services. 


DEFENCE 


SUBSIDIES NO USE TO 
FARMERS. 


COL. GUINNESS AGAINST 
PROTECTION. 

Under present conditions many agricul- 
turists in Great Britain are demanding 
protection, said Colonel Guinness, Minister 
of Agriculture, at Oxford last night. 
From the point of view of national defence 
he thought there was no case; for, even 
if Great Britain got back to the acreage 
of wheat production of pre-war days, she 
should only increase her wheat supply in 
the case of danger and of emergency by 
nine days. The country had definitely 
refused a general tariff, and, therefore, 
protection for agriculture was out of the 
question. 

‘* Personally,’’ he declared, ‘‘I do not 
think that that is a matter for regret, 
because I do not believe any system of 
subsidies can prove to be permanent, and 
such a system would have the very serious 
accompaniment of control, which, I 
believe, would do very great damage fo 
the efficiency of the agricultural in- 


. 


dustry. 

Agriculture could trace a good deal of its 

resent difficulties to the insecurity which 
had been brought about by changes of policy 
during the war. 

The Government were trying to help agri- 
éulture by the provision of new credit 
facilities. They had done something to set 
up the sugar beet industry; they had relieved 
rating burdens; they had reduced rates on 
agricultural land; and, in regard to foot-and- 
mouth disease, they had proclaimed an em- 
bargo on arrivals from abroad to prevent a 
new outbreak occurring. 

“* Nationalisation,’’ Colonel. Guinness con- 
cluded, “ would mean the creation of a large 
bureaucracy, and there is no industry less 
suitable for State management than agricul- 
ture. The progranrme put forward by our 
opponents is nothing but a political stunt, 
and is of no value to the agricultural in- 
dustry.”’

OSCOW has issued its orders in 
regard to the mine dispute in 

Great Britain, which has now lasted six 

weeks. -The Times Correspondent at Riga

stating that it was necessary at all costs 
to continue the coal strike in Great Britain. 
Therefore, to prevent surrender by the 
miners, or a compromise, the Russian work- 
men must continue their maximum financial 
support. 

Further, the British Communists are told 
that they must enlist the services of the 
unemployed; must issue daily a Communist 
newspaper; must placard the walls with 
news bulletins, and distribute pamphlets. 
They must stimulate the minority movement 
in the vital industries, concentrating on 
mining, railways, electrical works, and in- 
ternal and oversea transport. They must also 
strive to attain the re-admission of Com- 
munists into the Labour Party. 

Reuter’s Correspondent adds that the 
resolution further declares that the coal 
strike must be promoted at all costs, and 
compulsory collections in Russia _ con- 
tinued, otherwise the coal strike is likely 
to fail. 

It is officially stated in Moscow thai 
on June 8 last the Central Council of 
Trades Unions of the U.S.S.R. handed 
over to the British Miners’ Federation 
a fifth instalment of three hundred 
thousand roubles to assist the miners in 
the present dispute. The sums previously 
contributed—altogether 35,626,000 roubles 
—have been handed over. to the Miners’ 
Federation by the Soviet trade unions,

From ‘ THe Tres ” POLITICAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 

A Note. has been transmitted by the Foreign 
Office to Sir Robert Hodgson, the British 
Charge d’Affaires in Moscow, for immediate 
presentation to the Soviet Government, pro- 
testing against the violations of the clauses 
of the Anglo-Soviet trade agreement, and of 
international principles by the Soviet 
authorities. The Note is short, but it is 
understood to express in strong terms the 
indignation of the British Government at? the 
unjustifiable interference in the _ internal 
affairs of this country by institutions of the 
Soviet Government. 

The Foreign Office, before acting, has made 
sure of-its ground, and the Russian Charge 
d’Affaires in Londun had a long interview 
with one of the permanent officials on Thurs 
day. He has since been handed a copy of 
the. Note that has been despatched to 
Moscow. 

The British protest is understood to be 
made in connection with Bolshevist activity 
during the illegal yeneral strike, and, so far 
as is known, makes no allusion to the money 
sent for the assistance of the miners in the 
coal-mining dispute. 

The documents to which the Home Seere- 
tary referred in the House of Commons on 
Thursday have been put together in the form 
of a White Paper. The delay in publication 
has arisen from the necessity of obtaining 
the consent of other departments, especially, 
of course, the Foreign Office. The bulk of the 
documents consists of those that were seized 
when the headquarters of the British Com- 
munist Party in King street were raided in 
November. lt is understood that the docu- 
ments are printed, not only in extenso, but in 
some cases in facsimile. They give a clear 
indication of the intimate connection between 
the extreme wing of the Labour movement in 
this country and the directing Communist 
institutions of Russia. 


A DENIAL.

A meeting oí the Liberal Candidates' Asso- 
ciation was held at the Nationa! Liberal Club, 
London, yesterday, to consider recent events 
in the Liberal Party.

In the course of the discussion several 
speakers referred to Mr. Lloyd George's 
nm overtures to the Labour Partv, and 
an extract was red from Mr. Harcourt 
Johnstone's letter to the Press, in which it 
was stated that Mr. Lloyd George had met: 
certain Labour leaders last May, with a view 
to a possible alliance. 

Mr. Lloyd George was then summoned to 
the meeting, and in his address he emphati- 
cally repudiated the charges in Mr. 
Johnstone's letter, and in support of his 
denial read a letter from Mr. Philip Snowden 
on the subject. Mr. Johnstone thereupon 
unreservedly withdrew the charge. 

Replying to Mr. Geoffrey Howard, Mr. 
Lloyd George said that the amount contri- 
buted to the 1924 election expenses was all 
that could be spared from his fund at the 
time. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to 
Mr. Lloyd George, and, after his withdrawal, 
the candidates passed unanimously a resolu- 
tion appointing a deputation to wait upon 
Lord Oxford and report to him what had 
taken place, and to convey to him the Asso- 
ciation s strong desire for restoring complete 
unity within the party under Lord Oxford’s 
leadership. 


LORD OXFORD’S DILEMMA. 

The Central News Political Correspondent 
writes :—The vindication of Mr. Lloyd George 
at the Liberal Candidates’ Association meeting 
was the most striking that has occurred since 
the controversy began.

In reply to inquiries regarding the ratifica 
tion by the Spanish Government of the 
amendment to Article 4 of the League of 
Nations Covenant, Sefior Yanguas, Foreign 
Minister, to-day made the following im 
portant statement, summing up the views of 
the Madrid Cabinet on the subject :— 

“The Spanish Government has refused, up 
to the present, to ratify this amendment, in 
order to retain Spain s capacity for re-ele 
tion; but it now has no longer any interest 
in preserving this capacity, since the Madrid 
Cabinet is firmly determined not to present 
its candidature og the occasion of the forth- 
coming meeting & the Assembly in Septem- 
ber. The moment has arrived when the 
League of Nations must decide to accept or 
reject the demand of Spain for a permanent 
seat, ‘semi-permanent’ seaés having no in- 
terest for Spain, the more so in view of the 
proposal of the British delegate that the seats 
should be not only temporary, but may be 
cancelled. 

‘In view of this state of affairs, and in 
order not to put obstacles in the way of the 
Leazue, the Spanish Government has decided 
to ratify the amendment to Article 4 of the 
Covenant, as a sign, not only of Spains 
sincere desire to facilitate the free develop- 
ment of the League of Nations, but of her 
wishes regarding the reform of the Council, 
and her aspiration, many times expressed and 
sustained in the most unalterable manner, to 
obtain a permanent seat on the Council.”

REDUCTION OF ALLOWANCE 
PROPOSED. 


When consideration of the estimates was 
resumed on the motion (moved at the pre- 
vious sitting) for a grant of £13,846 for the 
department of the President of the Execu- 
tive Council, 

Mr. Johnson moved a reduction of £250, 
with special reference to the sub-head under 


which an allowance of £500 was made to the 
President for a motor car. Referring to the 
Civic Guard estimate, Mr. Johnson pointed 
out that a Chief Superintendent was allowed 
£160 and a Superintendent £120. Taking 
into account the service for which the car 
would be required by the President, an 
allowance of £250 would, perhaps, be fairly 
adequate. It represented 10.000 miles at six- 
pence a mile.

It was stated in the beginning, that the two 
whole-time teachers, who are getting £120 a 
year, plus bonus and trayelling expenses, are 
qualifying for diplomas’ in Celtic studies im 
Galway University College, and it was unani- 
mously agreed to get them £150 a year. | 

Monsignor D’Alton said that he was in- 
clined to give consideration to those two men, 
who appeared to be anxious to increase their 
efficiency, but be would give no consideration 
to botches. ! 

Canon Hegarty (Belmullet) said that it 
would: be utterly impossible to start classes 
in his district. When Mr. Langan ap 
visited his district last year he could not get 
any. place to hold classes except in his (the 
Canon’s) parish. He gave three schools and 
did his best to keep them on. One class was 
closed pretty early in the session, another 
kept hanging on,,and the third was forcibly 
closed by the people of the locality, so that 
he saw no prospect of holding Irish classes 
there, and, what was more, he did not see 
that they were any addition. If the classes 
were conducted as they were in some places 
it was only a waste of money. They had 
Irish taught in the National schools; and now 
the Government were advertising for pupils 
for secondary schools . who ~ desired to 
be National teachers. It was better to 
concentrate on Irish in this way, and tty to 
get the parents to talk Irish to the children. 
Monsignor D’Alton said that ‘the parents 
would not do it. 

Canon Hegarty—As far as speaking to the 
children in Irish, the parents keep their 
mouths closed. For some reason they have 
set themselves dead against it. 

Dr. Madden, T.D., said that he could not 
understand Canon Hegarty’s opposition. He 
was in Erris. on the previous Sunday, and 
everyone who addressed him spoke in Irish. 
He believed that the reason why the classes 
were not a success in Erris was because poli- 
tical tests were imposed on the teacher. : 
Canon Hegarty denied this, and said that 
there were no political tests imposed. 

Mr. J. J. Collins said that he sympathised 
with Canon Hegarty, but the state of affairs 
disclosed did not apply to any other district 
in the county.

BIG FALLING-OFF IN EXPORTS 
OF CATTLE AND SHEEP. 


The report of the chief veterinary officer 


to the Northern Government for the year | 


1925 shows that a further decrease in the 
number of animals exported from Northern 
ports has to be recorded. In comparison 
with 1924, the decreases were :—Cattle, 
73,414; sheep, 34,716; swine, 8,186; and 
horses, 1,579. 

It. is pointed out, however, that 1922 might 
be taken as an average year. The compari- 
son is still unfavourable, but not to the same 
extent, the decreases in cattle, sheep, and 
horses being 42,923, 22,959, and 3,285 respec- 
tively. Swine show an increase of 72. 

The total. exports for 1925 were 224,234 
cattle, 75,591 sheep, 2,748 pigs, and 2,561 
horses. 

The falling-off is attributed to the heavy 
shipments of 1924, when animals that were 
not mature were exported; to the heavy 
mortality among cattle and sheep in 1924, 
due to the inclement weather; to the con- 
tinuance during 1925 of foot-and-mouth re- 
gulations in England which restricted the 
movement of live stock, and to the competi- 
tion caused by the importation of Canadian 


perhaps, a case of age respecting age.

Still commissioner government and rumours 
of commissioner government! The arguments 
of those who oppose a change seem to be that 
to adopt commissioner government would be 
an acknowledgment to the world in general— 
and, perhaps, to Dublin in particular—that 


| the Corporation had proved a hopeless failure. 


With all respects, this seems a somewhat 
weak argument; for it would be difficult for 
any impartial observer who has studied its 
history to deem the Corporation a success. 
Whether the new lamp would burn any better 
than the old is, of course, quite another ques- 
tion; but it does seem to be well worth a 
trial. So far as one can judge, the only thing 
that could shift the Corporation would be the 
overwhelming and unanimous mass of public 
opinion; and just at present public opinion 
is most certainly not unanimous on the matter.
